_ The mean temperature for the year 1914 was 43.1 degrees, being 2 degrees. 
lower than the preceding year, and only 0.1 lower than the normal for the thirty- 
three years 1882-1914. 

The mean temperature for the six months, April-September, was exactly the 
same as the previous year, and 0.1 higher than the thirty-three year normal. 
October was the warmest month relatively, being 3.5.degrees above average; 
February was the coldest month, being 6.3 degrees below its respective average.

The year 1914 had 1,994.4 hours of sunshine, or 51.7 hours more than the 


average for the last thirty-three years. 


The six growing months, April-September, 


had 1,363.2 hours of sunshine, or 22.4 hours more than the average for the period 


1882-1914. 


The six months, February, May, June, September, November, and 


December, were all above the average, May being highest with a departure of 48.3 
hours; January, March, April, July, August, and October were below, April being 


lowest with a departure of 46.5 hours. 


PRECIPITATION.—The fall of both rain and snow for the five winter months, 
including November, 1913, and March, 1914, is given in the following table for

The total amount of rainfall for five months, November-March, was 4.69 
inches, or 1.51 inches below the average for the thirty-three years, 1882-1914. 
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The total amount of snowfall was 55.4 inches, or 13.4 inches below the average. 
January and March were slightly in excess, the other being all several inches below. 


The six months, April to September, however, comprise what is regarded as 
the growing season for most crops, and the following table gives the at of

The rainfall for the six months, April-September, comprising the growing 
season, was 13.81 inches, or 0.19 inches less than 1913, and in comparison with 
the normal for the thirty-three year period was 1.48 inches below. April and 
August were above the average, and all the rest were below. 


VEGETATION AND SPRING SOWING. 


Conditions of spring growth about the middle of May were thus described in 
the crop bulletin published in that month: “Correspondents differ greatly as to 
the present stage of vegetation, some stating that the season is well forward, while 
others claim that it is a week or more late, the first two weeks of May having been 
too cold and wet for much growth. Cattle and sheep were reported to be on the 
grass at dates ranging from the Ist to the 11th of May. When correspondents wrote 
vegetation in the fields appeared to be more forward relatively than in the case of 
orchards and forests.” 


Spring Sowine.—The soil was in splendid condition for a seed bed in the 
latter part of April, even heavy clays having been well pulverized by the severe 
frosts which occurred during the winter. Farmers who got on the land to sow 
early were well advanced—and some were through—when returns were made; but 
cold rains early in May prevented those who had been, tardy from getting to work 
for a week, and in such cases seeding was more or less unfinished, while the soil 
was in a much stiffer :condition than at the opening of the season. However, the 
general tone of the reports received about the middle of May was very satisfactory, 
except in the case of some from the low-lying townships of Kent and adjoining 


counties.

THROGRATN I CROPS: 


Farn WHEar. Wheat sown in the fall of 1913 to be cut the following summer 
was thus referred to in the 1913 November bulletin: “ Reports indicate an enlarged 
acreage, every fall wheat district promising to share in the increase. Notwith- 
standing the rather dry iconditions at the time of sowing, the soil as a rule proved 
to be in good tilth for a seed bed, and the young fields at present are described 
as looking strong and promising. Only a few complaints have been made of 
injury from Hessian fly or other insects. Seeding ranged from the last week of 
August into the third week of September, the bulk of the crop being got in during 
the first twelve og of the latter month. Dawson’s Golden Chaff is still the 
favorite variety.” 
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The April bulletin said: “'The new fall wheat, according to the November 
returns, had found a good seed bed, and was then looking strong and promising. 
The crop is beginning April in nearly the same condition in which it entered 
the winter, having received but little injury from the low temperatures occurring 
at times during January and February, as the fields were nicely protected by snow. 
A few returns describe the young plants as looking rather brown, but the bulk 
of correspondents regard the present appearance of the crop as most encouraging. 
However, the first half of April, with its tendency to freeze by night and thaw 
by day, is considered the critical time for fall wheat and clover, and that period 
has yet to be encountered.” : 

Conditions six weeks later were described as follows in the May bulletin: “In 
the April crop bulletin, which was based on statements of correspondents report- 
ing on the first day of that month, fall wheat prospects were said to be encourag- 
ing, as the crop had come through the winter practically unscathed. April, how- 
ever, proved to be a most trying time for the young wheat, and it suffered severely 
from the formation of ice from “heaving.” ‘The area plowed up this spring, 
however, will not be relatively great, as farmers have preferred to drill barley or 
- other spring grains into the bare spots rather than lose the grass that was seeded 
down with the fall wheat. Some correspondents report a most promising outlook 
on high and well-drained land, but the bulk of the fields are more or less spotted, 
- or patched in with other grain. Very little injury from insects has been reported, 
odd mention only being made of the Hessian fly.” 

August reports concerning the fall wheat crop were thus summarized in the 
bulletin issued in that month: “This crop is very variable in yield, returns ranging 
from 10 to 35 bushels per acre, the average for the Province being lower than that 
for thirty-two years. Ice-forming and other unpropitious conditions in April, and 
. spells of drouth and great heat occurring at times during the early part of the 
summer, told against a large yield. The quality of the grain is fair, but it will 
seldom go over weight. The straw is short, but as a rule clean, although a few 
complaints have been made of rust and a little smut, with occasional mention of 
injury from the Hessian fly and joint worm. Harvesting extended from July 13th 
to August 1st.” ‘ ; 

According to November bulletin the crop fell below the average yield of recent 
years; but while a few of the returns described the grain as being shrunken the 
bulk of the reports suggested a medium weight. The straw was generally of good 
quality. 

Tue New Faty.-Wueat. The November bulletin contained the following 
regarding the young wheat then growing to be cut in 1915: “ At the time of writing 
fall wheat never promised better, nor have returns been more unanimous. The 
ground at seeding time was in fine tilth, and the catch was perfect. Copious rains 
-. and warm weather brought the young fields along in splendid form, until now the 
only fear is that the luxuriant growth may have given the plants too much top 
for entering the winter. A few complaints are made of the Hessian fly and the 
wireworm, but only a slight injury has been done by these or other insects. The 
season of 1914 may indeed be described as peculiarly a new fall wheat one, the 
present condition of the fields never being better, while the increase in acreage 1s 
one of the largest on record. Sowing ranged from the last week of August to the 
end of September, most of the seed being got in during the first two weeks of the 
latter month. Dawson’s Golden Chaff is the variety most largely grown, although 
about forty other kinds are named. It is estimated that the increase in the area _ 
of fall wheat now in crop will be about 140,000 acres, or a little over 20 per cent.” 

2 BI. : 
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SPRING WHEAT. August comments on the condition of the spring wheat rop 
were as follows: “ Comparatively little spring wheat is now being raised in Ontario, 
but what is grown will be about an average in yield and quality. Some of the crop 
remained to be cut when correspondents reported.” eee 

November references to spring wheat were to the effect that the crop had been 
a good one both as to yield and quality. 

Bartgy. According to the August returns this grain had done relatively 
better than fall wheat, having more than an average yield of fairly plump and well 
colored grain. The straw was short, but bright, and of good quality. Some of the 
crop suffered in low-lying places from the army worm, but not to a serious extent 
from a-general point of view. Harvesting covered from the 20th of July to the 
third week of August. 

In the November bulletin barley was described as being the best of the cereals 
this season, the yield being well over the average and the grain of good color, 
although not up to the previous year in plumpness. The straw was also of good 
quality, but short in length. : 

Oats. The condition of oats in August was thus referred to in the bulletin 
then issued: “The crop suffered more than any other of the grains from the 
army worm, its doing being reported from seven counties in western Ontario and 
two in the eastern half of the Province. All these cases were of a more or less 
local nature, however, and the extent of the injury was not so general or heavy as 
was at one time feared. A number of farmers icut their oats while green to 
anticipate the pest. Taking the Province over, the yield of oats will be a good one, 
although much of the grain will be hardly up to weight on account of too rapid 
ripening owing to unusually hot, dry weather. The straw also is short from this 
cause, but it is of excellent feeding quality, although there are reports of rust and 
smut. Cutting will extend from the last week of July to the third week of 
August.” 

November reports were to the following effect: “Oats are light in weight, 
relatively, but the yield per acre is above an average. They suffered more than any 
of the other grain crops from the midsummer drouth and the later rains, and from 
the army worm, grasshoppers, and rust, and yet the general return may be described 
as satisfactory. The straw was fair in quality.” 

WinTER Rye. Only a comparatively small acreage of rye is now grown in 
- Ontario. The crop was well up to the average in yield and quality of both grain 
and straw. Much of the rye now grown is used for green feed or for turning under 
for manure. 

Pras. The August bulletin said: “Two kinds of field peas are now being 
raised, some for the canning factories and later varieties for stock feeding. Both 
‘classes vary greatly in quality, and the yield per acre for the Province will be 
hardly up to the average. The aphis was reported as being troublesome in many 
fields, and the drouth at times prevailing shortened the straw. A considerable 
portion of the crop remained to be ripened and cut when correspondents reported.” 

Regarding peas, the November bulletin had the following: “This crop is said 
to be a poor one, both as to yield and quality, there being complaints of injury by 
weevil, by drouth, and, at the time of pulling, by rains. Early-sown peas did 
best.” - ? 

BucKWHEAT. Some of the late harvested buckwheat was damaged by rain, 
but the crop may be generally described as a good one in every way. Some com- - 
plaints were made of injury by grasshoppers, and in a few places some of the 
crop while in blossom was caught by an early frost. 


~ 
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Mrixep Grains. Barley and oats—late barley and early oats—are the 
favorite grain mixture for the field, as they ripen about the same time and are 
easily cut by machinery. Some prefer an addition of wheat or peas, while others 
suggest substituting rye, buckwheat, spelt, millet, or flax. 

Beans. According to the August bulletin only a few correspondents report 
concerning beans. The yield will be nearly an average, but the season has been 
rather dry for them, and when returns came in the growing crop was described as 
being very much in need of rain. 

The November bulletin added: “ Beans appear to be decreasing in popularity 

_as a field crop. There has been a fair yield, but the drouth at the period of early 
growth, and the wet weather later on, were trying to best results in the matter of 
quality.” 

Corn. August conditions were described as follows: “The weather at plant- 
ing was rather cold and backward, and it was feared that germination would not 
be successful; but the young plants came up better than was expected, although the 
crop is now regarded as being late in season. Some of the corn fields got slightly 
nipped by June frosts, but they quickly recovered. The crop was met by drouth 
later, and here and there was threatened by the army worm, but on the whole it 
may now be classed as looking well, growing rapidly, and promising a good yield 
for both husking and the silo, should ordinary weather conditions ensue.” 

The November bulletin said: “This has been a successful crop both for the 
bin and the silo, as the plants were well cobbed, and the warm, open fall ensured, 
perfect maturing, there being little injury from frost. ‘ Full silos everywhere,’ as 
voiced by a correspondent, appear to be the rule.” 


HAY AND CLOVER. 


Hay anp Ctover. The April bulletin stated: “This crop, like fall wheat, 
has so far come nicely through the winter. Should it escape injury from heaving 
during the first couple of weeks of April, pastures will get off to an excellent 
start.” 

Conditions about the middle of May were reported to be as follows: “ As in 
the case of fall wheat, clover fields are very variable in appearance. ‘This crop 
also suffered more or less from the testing weather of the early part of April, 
which caused considerable heaving, especially in low and poorly drained situations, 
although some correspondents report the fields as looking well on rolling and well-. 
drained lands. Two-year-old clover is much poorer than that in the icase of new 
fields, as the older meadows were greatly tried by last summer’s drouth. Some: 
correspondents also point out that many pastures were rather too closely cropped: 
last fall for best results.” 

The hay and clover crop was thus reported on in the August bulletin: “This 
- “will be a comparatively light crop, and the yields have been very uneven. How- 
ever, hay generally has been well cured and put under cover in first-class condition, 
except a few late-cut fields which were too mature for best quality. Old meadows 
as a rule were in poor condition, and in most cases timothy did relatively better 
than clover. Harvesting was spread over the month of July, being general during 
the week beginning on the 13th. The few correspondents mentioning alfalfa speak 
favorably of it.” 
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Ciover Seep. August was so dry that it was very trying to clover fields, which 
headed poorly and yielded a comparatively small crop of seed. Alsike did much 
better than red clover in this respect. 


ALFALFA. This crop did not come through the winter quite so well as clover. 
There is a strong desire expressed by correspondents for a hardier variety of 
alfalfa suitable for the climate of this Province, and Prof. ©. A. Zavitz, of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, has recently expressed himself as being hopeful 
that he will be able to satisfactorily meet this need very soon. 


FIELD ROOTS. 


Porators. “The chief drawback to this crop,” said the August bulletin, 
“has been the midsummer drouth, which had kept the tubers small, although they 
are said to be of good cooking quality. It is thought that the rains that were falling 
as some late correspondents reported may revive the crop sufficiently for a normal 
yield. The Colorado beetle, although reported to be plentiful in some quarters, is 
not so general as in recent years. No rot has so far been reported, and apart from 
the effects of the drouth on some of the tops, but little mention is made of blight 
or other actual disease.” 

Reports concerning potatoes were on the whole very favorable when corre- 
spondents wrote at the beginning of November. In many cases there was a generous 
yield, “extra good” being a frequent description, and occasional mention only was 
made of rot or scab. Late planted varieties did better than those put in earlier. 
The crop was being most satisfactorily harvested. 

In the August bulletin all classes of roots were described as being rather 
small in size, owing mainly to drouth, but timely rains were promising, and there 
was a fair chance for roots to pick up. 

Turnips. These roots also suffered in some localities from the louse or 
aphis and from grasshoppers, and as a class they did not do so well as mangels. 

The November bulletin said of turnips: “This class of roots was kept back 
by the drouth, and reports of yield and quality range from fair to good. Several 
returns complain of lice. Considerable of the crop remained to be housed by the 
end of October, but it was expected that all would be got in safely, as the weather 
was then promising.” , ae 

Mancets. Mangels were not large in size when August returns were made, 
but were otherwise in fair condition, and gave promise of improvement as corre- 
spondents wrote. . 

In reporting on mangels at the beginning of November the bulletin for that 
month said: “This crop has done better than turnips, although it also was checked 
in growth by the drouth. It is variously described as being from fair to excellent . 
both as to yield and quality. Most of the mangels were under cover when corre- 
spondents wrote.” | 

Carrots. Field carrots have now a comparatively small acreage, but where 
grown there was a good yield of good quality. is 

Sugar Brers. This class of roots turned out well both as regards yield and 
quality. In some quarters beets are taking the place of turnips in feeding’ cattle 
and other live stock. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


3 Tosacco. “A decrease in acreage, and the promise of less than an average 
yield, sums up the present condition of the tobacco crop,’ said the August 
bulletin. The plant got a poor start owing to unfavourable weather, and it has also 
suffered from drouth. 

The November bulletin had the following statement: “There does not seem 
to be as much enthusiasm over tobacco growing as was expressed in former years, 
although the most of the remarks describing the condition of the crop are com- 
plimentary. The acreage is smaller than in recent years, but the crop is said to 
be from fair to good in yield, and the leaf is curing well.” 

THe Army Worm. The August bulletin contained the following: “When 
the presence of the Army worm in some of the counties of the Province was first 
reported much anxiety was expressed as to the outcome of the unexpected and 
dreaded visitation. The pest appeared in about a dozen counties, nearly always 
near a creek bed or other low-lying spots, but the injury in each instance was 
more or less purely local in range and result, as each outbreak was either soon 
controlled or it quickly ran itself out. Oat fields seemed to be the favorite feed- 
ing ground for the worms, and a considerable quantity of that grain had to be cut 
green to save it from devastation. In some quarters corn, barley, clover, and other 
crops were alsa attacked.” 

T'HRESHING AND Marxetinc. Improved machinery and favoring weather 
forwarded threshing, and in most quarters the work was more or less completed 
by the 1st of November. Good prices for wheat tempted a number of farmers to 
sell considerable of that grain, but others were holding on account of war con- 
tingencies. Many, again, prefer to feed practically all their grain and other 
fodder to live stock, and thus “ market on the hoof,” while also enriching their land 
by the manure. : 

Fatt Pitowine. Although the season has been an open one, considerable 
plowing remained to be done during November, owing, first, to the large amount 
of corn to be cut and stored in the barns or silos, and also to the fact that the land 
in some places required rain. Many farmers, however, had completed their fall 
plowing in October. | 

Farm Improvements. Considerable tile draining has been done during the 
year, more especially in some of the Lake Erie counties. Several correspondents 
refer approvingly to the use of the traction ditcher. About the usual extent of 
woven wire fencing of various designs has been erected; but while there has been 
some activity in building or renovating farmhouses, barns and stables, hardly as 
much has been done as in more recent years. 


FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES. 


The April bulletin stated: “ Notwithstanding the unusually low temperatures — 
that were registered at times during the winter, orchards have come through in 
a fairly satisfactory way. Reports are frequent that peach buds have been more 
_or less frozen, but the actual injury will not be known until the period of blossom- 
ing. So far, however, no serious loss is apprehended from root freezing. A 
number of the more tender bush fruits were nipped by the severe cold, but no 
serious harm is anticipated. Judging by the remarks of some correspondents, how- 
ever, the San José Scale and the tent caterpillar are more to be feared by fruit 
raisers than occasional dips in temperature during midwinter. Scattering reports 
of injury to young orchard trees by field mice and rabbits were received from 
several counties.” 


‘ 
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The following interesting information regarding the fruit industry was con- 
tained in the May bulletin: “The low and sustained dips in the temperature at 
times during the winter caused much anxiety among growers of peaches and other 
tender fruits, and the results have shown that they had reason for their fears. In 
nearly every peach section the fruit buds have been more or less frozen back. In 
some cases in the Niagara district the loss will be almost complete, while in Essex, 
Kent and Lambton the injury has been lighter. One correspondent points out 
the fact that early varieties have escaped better than the later sorts. However, 
there has been comparatively no root freezing, and our great peach industry is | 
likely to suffer but one season’s loss in bearing. On the other hand apples, pears, 
cherries and plums are very promising as to blossom, but the presence of the San 
Jose scale and the oyster shell bark louse is threatening many orchards. The tent 
caterpillar is also much in evidenice in York and other counties to the east. Small 
fruits have come through the winter with comparatively little injury, and present 
prospects are good. Correspondents speak approvingly of the increase of the 
practice of spraying fruit trees, but complain of the lack of competent farm help 
in orchard work.” 

Midsummer conditions were thus described in the August bulletin: “The San 
José scale is still doing much injury to various classes of orchard trees, more 
especially in the western half of the Province, while the tent caterpillar has been 
denuding many apple trees, more particularly in the Lake Ontario and St. Law- 
rence and Ottawa Counties. Several correspondents speak most favorably of the 
manifest good effects of spraying in staying these and other orchard pests, thus 
improving both the quality and quantity of fruit. Apples, while doing well in some 
localities, will not have an average yield. A considerable portion of the crop has 
dropped from some of the summer and fall apple trees owing to the drouth, and in 
some localities the fruit on the winter varieties is reported to be rather small in 
size from the same cause; but expected rains, it was thought, would revive the 
orchards. Pears will about match apples in yield, with perhaps an improvement 
in general condition. Peaches are almost a complete failure in the Niagara district, 
especially the later and more valuable kinds, but more favorable accounts come 
from Kent and one or two localities where this fruit is not so largely grown. 
Plums had generally a light yield, with occasional reports of good returns. Cherries 
were the bumper orchard crop of the season, particularly the sour varieties. Grapes 
promise well at present. Small fruits were on the whole a good crop, and but for 
the drouth strawberries..and raspberries—the latter especially—would have had 
record yields.” | 

The following was contained in the November bulletin: “Complaints are 
numerous of injury to orchards by the San José scale, and also by the tent cater- 
pillar, but otherwise the trees are said to be in good condition. There has been a 
fair yield of apples, of better quality, as a rule, than ordinarily; but the poor 
markets and consequent low prices have caused tens of thousands of bushels of choice 
varieties to go to waste—in some cases the fruit remaining unpicked. One corre- 
_ spondent states that the evaporators were paying from $3 to $4 per ton for apples, 
while another says that farmers are getting 20c. a bushel from canners and 
evaporators. Pears have also yielded well, but are comparatively slow in selling. 
Peaches were the only fruit not equal to the demand, the favorite late varieties 
being almost impossible to procure. Plums were not a large crop, but cherries 
were abundant. There was a good yield of grapes, which in the warm fall weather 
ripened to perfection. Small fruits, which promised immense yields early in the 
season, were considerably checked in both product and quality by the midsummer 
drouth.” 
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PASTURES, LIVE STOCK AND THE DAIRY. 


The condition of live stock in the early spring was thus dealt with in the April 
bulletin : : 

“The wintering of live stock caused anxiety to many farmers owing to the 
severe cold occurring at times during the winter, but some correspondents claim 
that the rather steady cold weather was much better for carrying farm animals 
through than in the case of a so-called mild winter. 

“Horses, with the exception of some cases of distemper, wintered well, and are 
generally in excellent shape for spring work, although perhaps a little lean from 
economical feeding. Unfortunately, at present there is less demand for horses than 
for any other class of live stock. 

“Cattle have also wintered well, and are remarkably free from disease. Dairy 
cows are described as being thin but thrifty, the result of the careful feeding 
demanded by the comparatively spare stores of fodder. Both fat and store cattle 
are in good trim generally, but are scarcer than in recent years, as the great demand 
in the fall for all kinds of beef cattle made a big clearing. The cattle on hand 
average much younger than in former years, many of them being yearlings, and 
most of the beef cattle are now turned off at about two years. Several correspondents 
state that most of the calves are now being kept for raising on the farm, and where 
sold are commanding higher prices than ever before. 

“Sheep are reported to have come through the winter in prime condition, but 
they are fewer in number than they should be. 

“Swine are being marketed regularly,.there being a steady and strong demand 
for this class of live stock. The chief incident of the winter has been the large ~ 
number of hogs in many counties of the Province subject to a crippling which is 
described by some as a_stiffening of the hind quarters, while others allude to it as a 
form of rheumatism. Several correspondents ascribe the trouble to injudicious feed- 
ing; others assert that the animals lacked a supply of earth or charcoal, which they 
believe is essential to a hog’s good digestion during its winter confinement; others, 
again, lay the blame on cement floors and a lack of sufficient bedding during the 
severe weather. Young pigs have been the chief sufferers from this complaint.” 

The August bulletin had the following: “Pastures held out nicely until the 
middle or end of July, when lack of rain, combined with intense heat for several 
days together, dried up the grass to an alarming extent. The copious rains falling 
as later returns are coming in, however, have given much encouragement to all | 
concerned. Any cattle which have had to depend mainly upoon grazing are thin, 
but most farm animals have been well looked after, and there is practically a clean 
bill of health reported for the live stock of the Province. Dry pastures have, of 
course, lessened the milk flow, and milch cows have also suffered from the fly in 
several localities; but the falling off of dairy produce is only normal at this season. 
Winter fodder supplies are likely to be sufficeint for requirements, as the number 
of live stock have been kept down from various causes—mainly the brisk demand 
by buyers early in the year—and also as there is a likelihood of there being a fair 
supply of corn, roots, and other roughage to supplement the hay and grain.” 

The live stock situation in November was described as follows in the bulletin 
issued in that month: “Pastures were very dry in midsummer, but picked up 
splendidly, and live stock were still on the grass at the end of October. Cattle were 
inclined to leanness owing to the open summer pastures, but they were otherwise in 
good condition, and were getting ready for fattening where not already sold for the 
market. About the same number as last year of yearlings and two-year-olds are on 
hand, although not so many as in the previous year, and more calves than usual 
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have been kept this season. Sheep are rather scarce, but they have done well where 
kept. Several correspondents refer to dogs as a menace to sheep. Hogs are being 
turned off steadily from month to month. They are reported to be in good condition 
and equal to the demand. Some returns refer discouragingly to the recent fall in 
prices for bacon pigs. A few horses have been sold for army purposes. All classes 
of live stock will go into winter quarters in fair condition and remarkably free from 
disease.” 

MetrHops oF Frepince. The following was contained in the April bulletin: 
“The old proverb of ‘Many men, many minds,’ holds good in this Province so far 
as the winter feeding of live stock is concerned. More farmers than formerly are 
practising loose feeding, although some correspondents express doubt as to its 
efficiency compared with close, clean stall feeding. An increased quantity of corn 
is being used in its various forms of dry fodder and ensilage. One correspondent 
tersely says: ‘The man with the silo comes out best.” More straw is being run 
through the cutter than ever before, and most of the grain rations are now given in 
ground form. There is more mixed feeding than formerly, but the combinations 
are too many to describe them. Concentrates or richer feeds such as ground grain, 
mill feeds, or hay are mixed with some such roughage as ensilage, stover, chaff, roots, 
or straw, according to the judgment or experience of the feeder. Even then the 
rations, both as to quality and quantity, vary, as some farmers merely intend to 
carry their animals over the winter in fair shape to put on the grass for the last 
touches, while others feed their beeves generously and’ at higher cost in order to 
finish them off for a more immediate market. Feeders appear to be aiming more 
and more at early maturity in the case of beef animals.” | 

Fopper Supplies in Aprit. The bulletin issued then thus referred to fodder 
conditions at the beginning of April: “ Careful winter feeding of live stock is now 
a habit with the farmers of this Province, and fodder supplies are much more 
economically and effectively used than in former years. In nearly every county 
hay has been at least sufficient for all needs, although in a few instances 
it had to be purchased for local emergencies. Straw has been scarce, and 
its excellent feeding value has constrained many farmers to be rather too sparing 
of its use for bedding in the stable Roots are helping to make the rations 
succulent for live stock until the animals get on the grass, and there is a sufficiency 
on hand. Grains of all kinds are somewhat scarce, but with careful handling the 
supply will be equal to the demand. Corn in the form of either stover or ensilage 
is not so plentiful as in recent years, but there is enough to help to keep things 
going until the pastures are ready. Every year our farmers have a good word to 
say of corn as standby for the raiser of live stock.” 

Fopper SuPPLIES IN May. The reports which came in about the middle of 
May were thus summarized: “ During the past seven years the farmers of Ontario — 
have learnt to make their supplies go farther than formerly. Hay and the grains 
are now fed sparingly, the coarser fodders being much more largely utilized. The 
quantity of hay on hand in most quarters is said to be sufficient. for emergencies ; 
but while individually some report a surplus others have had to buy in order to 
earry live stock over until they could be put on the grass. All classes of grains are 
being more and more fed, although it is likely that a decided rise in prices would 
bring out a fair supply of wheat, barley and oats. The rather backward spring, 
however, has had a tendency to decrease any surplus of either hay or grain.” 

FoppEeR SuppLirs IN NovemsBer. The bulletin issued early in November 
said: “The generally good corn yield of both cob and stalk has ensured a safe 
winter fodder in most quarters, supplementing as it does so well the hay, grain and 
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root crops. Straw also has turned out to be more plentiful than was expected 
earlier in the season. Except in rare instances, there will be sufficient fodder to 
carry over live stock in good shape with reasonable care, and some farmers will 
be able to buy more animals to use up their extra supplies of provender. Ontario 
live stock men as a class are facing the winter with comfortable assurance.” 

Darryinc. The following paragraph referring particularly to dairying was 
contained in the November bulletin: “Taking the situation generally the dairy 
industry has been in good condition. Butter appears to be gaining in popularity 
on cheese in most sections of the Province, although in the St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
counties and elsewhere in the east cheese is perhaps more than holding its own. 
The quality of dairy products has been kept well up to the mark, in butter especially, 
and on the whole prices have been satisfactory. Timely fall rains renewed pastures 
to a remarkable degree, and the fall flow of milk has been ahead of the average at 
this season. Holsteins, Durhams, Ayrshires, and Jerseys are the favorite dairy 
cows, the first-named breed being preferred for cheese factories.” 

Pouttry. More attention is being given to poultry on the farm, both in 
regard to selection and handling. Several returns state that they pay where 
properly looked after, while other reports contend that profits are doubtful on the 
average Ontario farm. One correspondent claims that a hundred hens have made 
him $100, while another remarks that profits in farm poultry range from 160 per 
cent. to zero. Prices have ruled slightly lower than for the past year or two, but 
as between flesh and eggs the latter have done better relatively in the way of returns. 
Tt is claimed that egg circles are helping to keep up the price of poultry products. 
There are fewer complaints than usual of disease among fowl, turkeys especially 
being named as in fine condition this season.

LABOR AND WAGES. 


“Correspondents still complain of the scarcity of capable farm labor,” said 
the May bulletin, “and the consequent deterioration of the land for lack of proper 
cultivation. The comparative neglect of some fields on this account is given as a 
reason for the spread of many noxious weeds. A system of hiring which would give 
more permanency to those employed upon the farm is advocated by several of those 
reporting. The rural telephone and the rural mail systems are referred to most 
approvingly by some correspondents as helping to make life on the farm more 
endurable—or enjoyable—for all concerned, while others are looking to the Hydro- 
Electric power plan to further improve agricultural conditions in both outside and 
domestic matters.” | 

The August bulletin said: “ Applicants for work on the farm have been more 
plentiful than for many years, but much of the labor offering has been-unskilled in 
agriculture, a considerable number of men from our towns and cities having this 
season sought rural employment. The light hay crop, the short, upright straw of 
the grain crops, and the favorable weather for harvesting have required much less 
field help at harvesting. Farmers are also utilizing improved machinery more and 
more in order to save manual labor, and many of them have also developed a 
system of exchange of work with neighbors which is making them largely independ- 
ent of casual help. Wages show little change, ranging from $1.25 to $2.00 or even 
$2.50 (with board) during harvest, according to skill or locality, and from $20 to 
$35 per month, with extra good hands commanding as high as $40.” 

The influence of the present European war upon Canadian farm labor is 
strongly suggested in the following statement contained in the November bulletin: 
“Correspondents are more or less divided on the question of farm labor, which is 
being affected to a certain extent by the war. The fact that a number of farmers’ 
sons and hired men have enlisted, and that the duration of military operations is 
- uncertain, has given a new slant to the rural labor outlook. There is also the fact 
that Canadian manufacturing and general trade conditions have been much upset 
by the wide range of hostilities, and a large number of factory and other town 
workers have been flung on the labor market, many of whom are willing to go on 
the farm until things take a more active turn in the towns. The result is that 
experienced agricultural hands are scarce, and will command as high wages as ever, 
while unskilled farm labor is more than sufficient and is likely to meet a falling 
rate unless the war ends soon or urban industries otherwise revive.”

The mean temperature for the year 1916 was 44.6 degrees, being 1.5 degrees 
higher than the preceding year, aon 1.3 degrees higher than the normal for the 
thirty-four years 1882-1915. 

The mean temperature for ihe six growing months, April-September, was 
_ practically the same as the previous year, and only 0.2 degrees higher than the 
thirty-four year normal. April was the warmest month relatively, being 6.8 
degrees in excess of average; May was the coldest estan being 2.8 degrees 
below its normal. .

The year 1915 had 1,969.1 hours of sunshine, or 30.2 hours more than the 
average for the last thirty-four years. The six growing months, April-September, 
had 1,302.5 hours of sunshine, or 33.7 hours less than the average for the 1882- 
1915 period. The four months January, February, July and August did not 
exceed their normals, August being the lowest with a deficiency of 44.8 hours; all 
the others were above, March being the highest with an excess of 52.8 hours. 


PrEcIPITATION.—The fall of both rain and snow for the five winter months, 
including November, 1914, and March, 1915, is given in the following table for 
five years, together with the average for thé thirty-four years, 1882-1915. An, inch 
of water is equivalent to ten inches of snow:

The total amount of rainfall for the five months, November-March, was 4.61 
inches, or 1.53 inches below the average for the thirty-four years, 1882-1915. 

The total amount of snowfall was 57.0 inches, or 6.8 inches below the average, 
November and December were in excess, the others being all several inches below. 

The six months, April to September, however, comprise what is regarded as 
the growing season for most crops, and the following table gives the rainfall of

The rainfall for the six months, April-September, comprising the growing 
season, was 19.18 inches, or 5.3% inches more than the previous year, and in com- 
parison with the normal for the thirty-four year period was 38.78 inches in excess. 
April and May were the only months which were below average, the others ranged 
from 0.35 inches to 2.84 inches above. 


VEGETATION AND SPRING SOWING. 


VEGETATION.—Unusually warm weather in April brought growth forward 
with a bound, and correspondents writing about the middle of May reported 
vegetation as being a week or two in advance of the ordinary, although the cold dip 
then prevailing had halted advancement. Cattle had then been on the grass in 
some localities for a fort#ight, with good picking. 

Spring Sowine.—The May bulletin said: “ Reports regarding spring crops 
are almost an unbroken chorus of praise for the excellent condition of the soil at 
seeding, and the generally successful nature of the catch. Sowing was unusually 
early, as most of the spring grains were in, and some of them nicely started by the 
_ dst of May. More land than usual is being put to crop this year, and beans 
especially will experience a considerable increase in acreage judging by expressed 
intentions. On the other hand, potatoes will be the one crop likely to have a re- 
duced area, owing to the poor prices realized for last year’s crop.” *

record. Sowing ranged from the last week o August to the end of September, 
most of the seed being got in during the first two weeks of the latter month. 
Dawson’s Golden Chaff is the variety most lar gely grown, although about forty 
other kinds are named. It is estimated that ‘the increase in the area of fall wheat 
now in crop will be about 140,000 acres, or a little over 20 per cent.” 





The April bulletin had the following reference to the young wheat: “The 
fields were well protected by snow Antik the middle of March, when in many 
sections they became comparatively bare, and suffered more or less from alternate 

~thawing and freezing, cold winds, etc., causing some heaving and considerable 
browning of the top. The hope was entertained, however, that warm rains,and 
good growing, weather later on would revive these more backward fields, as the tops 
| only seemed affected. Late sown fields are the least promising. At present there 
is no cause for Bey. as to the condition of the main crop.” 


Reports sent in about the middle of May were to the following effect: “ This 
important grain crop, with its largely increased acreage, gives promise of an 
unusually good yield should favorable weather ensue. It wintered well, and 
evidently was not much injured by ‘heaving’ during the very open weather of 

_ March-April. In fact, spring injury may be regarded as practically nil. Hardly 
any fall wheat land has been plowed up, and very little has been re-drilled to spring 
grains. Injury from insects, also, has been slight, only the barest mention being 
made ‘of the presence of the wire-worm, cut-worm, or Hessian fly. While a few 
patchy fields in low-lying places are reported, the opinion is very generally ex- 
pressed that the crop never looked better-at this time of the year. Some corres- 
pondents are inclined to fear that growth has been rather too rank.” 


The August bulletin said, of fall wheat: “This crop, with a greatly en- 
larged area, gave promise also of one of the largest yields per acre for the Province 
until the wet weather developed. Being very full in the head like most of the 
other grains, where the crop was cut late it was knocked down considerably by rain- 
storms, ripened rather unevenly, and was difficult to harvest. As the rains were 
almost continuous during the harvest season a large portion of the crop had to 
remain in the fields for a long time after cutting, and more or less sprouting in the 
shock resulted; but the actual extent of injury to wheat or other grain from this 
cause cannot be fairly estimated until the crops are more fully examined. One. 
correspondent, however, speaks of the sprouted wheat as making good hog feed, 
_thus helping to minimize the loss. Odd mention only was made of the Hessian Fly 
in Elgin and Wellington, while scattering references were made to smut as showing 
in four or five counties. Harvesting spread from 20th of July += the middle of 


August:” 


The November returns regarding the crop were thus summarized: “ Thresh- 
ing returns prove the yield of fall wheat to be considerably above the average per 
acre, but the quality of the grain is said to run unevenly. While much of the 
wheat is of the very finest quality, a good deal of the grain was affected by wet 
weather at harvesting, especially on low-lying spots, became more or less sprouted, 
and some of it was rather damp at threshing. All the inferior wheat, however, 
will be required for feeding live stock on the farm, and for-this purpose will be 
practically as good as the better quality, so that the actual loss will be TeleuYely 
small, _ The acreage of fall wheat cut this year was unusually large.”

THE New Fatt WHEAT, The Plone regarding the eee of the foe 


planted fall wheat appeared in the November bulletin: “The acreage of wheat 
now growing for 1916 crop will be about three-fourths of that of the area cut in 


1915, and will also be less than the acreage in 1914. In some localities the land. 


was too wet for early sowing, and considerable of the seed was put in later than 


usual, the result being that a portion of the crop has not as much top at present as. 


is generally seen. The fields look thrifty on the whole, however, and the crop 
promises to enter the winter in vigorous shape.” 


SPRING WHEAT. “ This crop, unlike the other cereals, has been losing in | 
favor, especially in the western part of the Province, but there has been an in- © 


crease in acreage this war year,” said the August bulletin. “The yield per acre will 
be relatively large, but the quality of the grain will be more or less affected by 
harvest conditions, which were practically the same as those of fall wheat. Grass- 
hoppers also did injury to this crop in some of the St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
counties. Cutting Se in the last week of July, but some was set uncut when 
reports were sent in.” 

Returns made by correspondents in November were to the effect that spring 
wheat had an experience similar to that of fall wheat: a good yield, but an uneven 
quality of grain, owing to the wet weather at harvesting. 

Bartey. The August bulletin remarked: “A large yield of plump grain 
- per acre, much of it discolored, with the gathering in difficult and slow owing to 
‘lodging’ and other untoward harvesting conditions already described, tells the 
story of this crop. Harvesting started in the last week of July and was still in 
progress at the end of the second week of August.” 


According to November reports there was a splendid yield of barley, but much . 


of it was discolored by the rain. As most of the barley is now fed to stock the 


matter of color is of much less importance than when the crop was raised chiefly 2 =. 


for malting purposes. 

Oats. “As most of the oats were standing when the heaviest rain storms 
eame,” said the August bulletin, “the crop suffered perhaps more than any other 
of the grains from this cause. The yield per acre is reported to be large, although 
some speak of the grain as having a tendency to shell in the field, where much of 
the crop has been lying out awaiting more favorable weather for hauling in. Smut 
has been more frequently reported than usual, and several correspondents attribute 
this to the neglect of treating the seed with formalin. Some of the straw has been. 
broken, and will hardly be up to the average in feeding quality. Harvesting has 
been going on from the beginning of August, and will continue well into the third 
week. Cutting was extremely difficult on the soft land until the 12th of the 
month, and the unusually wet condition of some > fields has caused trouble all 
along.” 

Dealing. with oats, the November bulletin Batters This crop, like other 
cereals, suffered from wet weather—perhaps more so—yet the net result is on the 


whole satisfactory. ‘The yield per acre is much over the average in spite of the a 
fact that a good deal of the crop was knocked down by the heavy rain storms, and = 
that owing to delayed harvesting there was considerable shelling. The grain on ~ 4 


the whole is of good weight and general quality, especially where the seed was 
treated for smut, which was more in evidence than for many years in some lgcalitige. 
Rust was also complained of by several correspondents.” 

WInTtER Ryt. ~According to the April bulletin rye appeared to have come 


better through the winter than either wheat or clover, and gave promise of being _ 
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“ This is not now regarded by the maj ority of farmers as a regular grain crop. 


- Ite experience this season has been practically identical with that of fall wheat,” 


was the statement made in the August bulletin concerning rye. 
The comment regarding rye appearing in the November bulletin was also 


’ brief: .“ This is not a popular crop where raised for grain, but the season’s result 


in both yield and quality is about an average.” 
Pras. Except where grown for canning factories, peas are decreasing in 
popularity. The August bulletin said: ‘“ While there was too much rain for 


_ best results the crop is regarded as doing fairly well, although complaints are made 


by some’of late podding and of mildew. The pea aphis is still reported in several 
districts east and west. Most of the regular field peas remain to be pulled.” ~ 
The November bulletin thus referred to peas: “ This crop is rapidly decreas- 
ing in favor in Ontario, and although an average yield is reported, farmers do not 
appear to be enthusiastic over-the results. It is a satisfaction to know, however, ~ 
that little or nothing is said about the weevil.” 
BuckWHEAT.. Buckwheat has been gaining in favor of late years, but the 


_ experience of this season has not been encouraging. There was a rank growth 


of straw, but the general quality of the grain was not up to the mark. Some of 
the crop was. caught by frost, and a number of fields were difficult to harvest on 
account of being flattened by rain and windstorms. 

MIXED GRAINS. Late barley and early oats are named as the grain mixture 
that is best for growing together, ripening most evenly, and giving the best feed- 
ing value for live stock. The practice is strongly recommended by some cor- 
respondents. uk 

BrEAns. August reports regarding beans were not satisfactory. The crop 
was not expected to be up to the mark either in yield or.quality. Late planted 
fields looked best. The ground had been too wet for cultivation, which was much 


: missed. Complaints were also made of insect pests and rust. 


The November bulletin said of beans: “The season was tod wet for the best 
results, for while the yield will be about an average, the beans are more discolored 
than for many years, and with this crop appearance is a very important factor.” 

Corn. A cold June and a wet, dull July told against corn in ‘its first stages. 
“The consequence is,” remarked the August bulletin, “that the crop is about a 
week backward, and is rather uneven, especially on low land. Considerable corn 
has been blown over by rainstorms, and cutting will likely be more difficult than 
usual. The wet midsummer also prevented proper cultivation, and corn fields 
became very weedy. The white grub and wire worm were reported in a few places 
as causing injury, but correspondents are this year silent regarding the crow. 
Corn is now doing well, and favorable weather from now on may yet redeem the 
situation.” a ieee: Pal 

The November bulletin had the following regarding the crop: “ Reports vary 
as to the quality of corn, there being some complaints of soft cobbing owing to the 
long rainy season; but taken all together the crop may be counted a satisfactory 


‘one. Silo corn has done relatively better than that grown for husking, and this 


year’s ensilage will be unusually well cobbed. Some late corn got caught by frost, 
but the amount of actual injury from this cause is not reported to be serious. 


- Cutting was more difficult than usual, as much of the crop had been blown over by 


rain storms.” — “ 
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“Clover did not make a good catch last year,” said the April bulletin, “ espec-_° = a 
jally in the eastern portion of the Province, owing to the unusually dry summer, ae 
and as a consequence new fields were not so well prepared for the trying open 


spring weather. More or less heaving has occurred in every district, and while a — 
number of correspondents report fields as giving good promise the prospects of the -. = 
crop, taken as a whole, are not so encouraging as might be desired. However, ~ —

favorable spring weather may yet put a brighter face on the situation.” ae 
According to the May returns nearly all the injury to clover occurred from ee 
drouth either last year or the season before, as the crop wintered well. While some 
spring heaving was reported, it. was not so serious as usual, and the remarkably _ 
early growth had very fully compensated for any logses in that way. ‘The-crop 





was then looking unusually well,-although thin on the ground in places, owing to ‘" 
the poor catch at sowing. Taken all together the May reports regarding clover a 
were the most cheerful for years. ! | a 

The August bulletin said: “The first cutting of hay will be heavier than 
that of the last two years, although not up to the average of the Province for the e 


thirty-three years 1882-1914. Several correspondents, however, look for an — 
unusually large second cut. Those who cleared their fields early were fortunate, a 
as owing to the rainy weather the hay harvest dragged through the latter part of  — 
July in many localities, making curing difficult, and in some cases almost im- = 
possible. On low lying lands there was trouble in working the reaper. The 
Season has been a good one for ‘seeding down,’ however, and new meadows are 
receiving a more favorable start-than for years. Alfalfa has done well this 
season.” | : 
oe Crover Sep. Clover did better for a second cutting of hay than it did for 
seed. Threshing results have been comparatively light. The frequent rains made 
too rank a growth of plant, and much of the seed failed to mature, notwithstanding — 
the promising bloom. Alsike was much better for seed than red clover: - a 
AtFaura. Like clover, this crop had a poor catch last year, but otherwise it — 
came through the winter and spring in fair condition. It appears to be steadily 
growing in favor as a fodder crop, although some unfavorable reports have been — 
received as to its suitability to local conditions. |

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FIELD ROOTS. 


- Potarors, The August bulletin said: “At the time of reporting, potatoes 

‘gave promise of an unusually good yield... The tubers so far are generally a-fine 
sample, although already some complaints are made of rot and blight, and more is 
feared where the fields are low-lying or poorly drained, as the land there is still 
very wet. The tops have grown unusually long this season, and owing to the - | 
frequent rains washing off the poison-sprays the “ bugs” have been very plentiful 

~in many quarters.” inca 
The November returns were thus summarized: “ This crop was a most 
promising one early in the season, but the unusually wet condition of the soil, 
especially on heavy clay land and in low-lying spots, induced rot to such an extent — = 
that the net result may be termed a failure. Some fields are described as not being =a 
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worth digging, and others as barely returning seed, while a few correspondents 
report excellent yields on high sandy ground. Marly planted potatoes did much 
better than those put in later.” 3 

Roots. The following appeared “in the August bulletin:, “Taking the Pro- 
vinee over, all classes of roots look well. In fact, many fields are found with too 
heavy a growth of top. The rows, also, are very weedy, as in most cases cultivation 
was almost impossible. There were complaints of poor germination of mangel 
seed in some sections of the Lake Huron district, and of injury to roots by the cut- 
worm in Lennox and Addington; but these and other minor drawbacks were only 
local in character, and do not seriously affect the general good outlook for the root 
crops.” 

_The November bulletin had the following regarding roots, according to class: 

TuRNIPs, This class of roots. may be described as a fairly. good erop- in every 
way. While all other roots were housed somewhat earlier than usual, some fields 


_ of turnips remained to be got under cover. 


MANGELS. Mangels are relatively a better crop than turnips, the description 


- of the erop running from fair to excellent. 


__ Carrots. Field carrots are not now largely raised, but they have done fairly 
well this season. 


Su@4r Beets. This crop shows an increased acreage, and the general quality 
of the roots was good, while the yield per acre was about an average. 


; MISCELLANEOUS. 

Topacco. —“This crop, which is grown chiefly in the County of Essex, has 
had a rather unfavorable experience so far,” said the August bulletin, “the early 
summer having been too wet and cool for best results. It will require almost con- 
tinuous good weather now to bring the crop along to a satisfactory condition.” 

According to November returns the growing of tobacco was deéreasing in 
favor. Some correspondents spoke of a fair yield of good quality, but the general 
result had not been encouraging, owing chiefly to the rough, rainy weather of 
August, ‘ : 

Bax. The acreage given to this crop is now very small. Harvesting was 
delayed by rains, which also caused considerable lodging, but some of the crop had 
been pulled when correspondents wrote about the middle of August. <A few of the 
returns described the stalks as being rather short and uneven, but others spoke of 
the crop generally as looking well. In a few localities early frosts wrought injury 
to the young fields. | : see 

THRESHING AND MARKETING. “Threshing has been later than usual,” said 
the November bulletin, “chiefly on account of the delayed harvest, but also because 
of the largely increased acreage of grain crops. While some place threshing as 
only about two-thirds done, many correspondents report operations as completed. 
Marketing has not been heavy, as unsatisfactory prices for grain and tempting 


_ Offers for all classes of live stock have induced most of the practical men to feed 


a 


grain in large quantities—to ‘market on foot,’ as one correspondent pointedly puts 
it. While much of the grain is rather soft for milling purposes, there is enough 
of first-class quality on hand to meet the demand, should the market prices take an 
upward turn.”

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_ weather then prevailing, has thrown all fall work on the farm more or less late. 
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Fab PLowine. The November bulletin stated: “The gathering of the a 
unusually heavy harvest, made more tardy still by the almost continuous wet 


The land is also heavier than usual for plowing, especially on clays, being some- 
what. sodden on low-lying fields, or packed hard where dry, owing to the heavy 
pounding of the frequent rains.. The weather, however, was promising as later 
correspondents wrote, and plows were going lively all over the Province during the: 37g 
first week of November, with good prospects of catching up to the acreage desired =

‘Farm Improvements. Tile draining is described by a correspondent as “A 





mortgage-lifting scheme,” and judging by the number of traction ditchers reported - 
to be at work in the Province this year many farmers agree with that sentiment. a 
The very wet season, however, while emphasizing the need for field draining, ag 
hindered the work greatly, but a considerable quantity of tile was laid by hand as oS 
well as by machine, and the probability is that next year will see more draining == 
than ever done by farmers. A fair amount of improvement has been made in farm. 
dwellings, barns, etc., and considerable wire fencing has been done, but not so much a 
as usual, owing to the heavy work of harvesting, the long spells of wet weather, A 
and the fact that many young men have left the farm during the year for the - ae 
battle front.

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FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES. 





The following was contained in the April bulletin: “ Fruit trees so far have i 
not suffered much from the winter, especially where care has been given the —— 
orchards, although complaints of serious injury from San José Scale come from = 
some of the Lake Erie counties. A few complaints have been made of injury to 
peach buds in some localities in south-western Ontario, but so far the peach orchards 
of the Niagara peninsula have been practically unscathed from this cause. Several 
reports were made of girdling of young fruit trees by rabbits and mice, more espe- 
cially in the county of York. Fruit bushés have come through the winter-in 
good shape, but some correspondents speak of injury to strawberries from severe 
open weather in March where not mulched.” ee s 

The May bulletin said: “Correspondents making returns regarding fruit = 
conditions up to the 15th of May report prospects as generally favorable. Peaches, 
cherries, and plums had been in generous blossom, and in most instances had set a 
safely, while apples and pears were coming into bloom, although not so profusely. 
Up to that date practically no injury’ had been done by cold spring weather, and - 
it is thought that the light frosts since reported will do little damage to the tree 
fruits. More anxiety is felt regarding strawberries, as in some places between © — 
Toronto and Hamilton the old fields, which blossom first, were caught by late 
frosts, although the newer fields, planted last spring, largely escaped. Up to the — 
time of writing injury to strawberries in the Niagara district is said to be com- 
paratively light. Bush fruits and vines are promising, although some complaints 
have been received of the winter-killing of raspberries. The presence of the tent 
caterpillar is noted in several counties.” fe CY ttt ne eal 

- August returns were to the following effect: “Late frosts at the time of 
blossoming caught a number of fruit trees. Winter apples will be scarce, while fall 
and summer varieties are in fair quantities, although there have been many wind. 
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falls. A number of complaints are made of scab, and in some of the St. Lawrence 
_ and Ottawa counties the tent caterpillar is reported as having done considerable 
_ injury. Pears, like apples, will be only a moderate crop. Peaches will be fair 


in yield and so ‘far promise to be of fine quality. Plums’ range from poor to 
plentiful in yield, according to location and variety, and the same may be said of 
cherries. Grapes are also a variable crop, many vines having been caught by frost 
this spring. Small fruits generally were generous in yield, although many of the 
strawberries and raspberries were more or less unfit for market owing to the rains 
hindering qicking at the time of ripening.’ 

The November bulletin said: “ Where orchards have been taken care of they 
have done well, but where untreated the San José Scale and the tent caterpillar 


have wrought considerable harm. There has been a comparatively small yield of 


apples, especially of the winter-keeping varieties. The high winds in the late 
summer. caused many windfalls. Pears were in fair quantity, while plums and 
peaches were more plentiful, and of excellent quality. Grapes were only medium 


dn yield, and were unusually slow in ripening, but escaped serious attacks of frost. 


Small fruits did well, although considerably affected by rain at ripening.”

PASTURES, LIVE STOCK, AND THE DAIRY. 


The wintering of live stock, owing to the light hay crop and the poor summer 
pastures of last year, depended largely upon ensilage, straw, roots and other 
roughage, of which, happily, there was more than an average supply, as “many 
farmers were chary in using grain owing to the high prices prevailing during the 
winter. The following regarding live stock appeared in the April bulletin: 

“As a class horses have come through in generally good shape, although a 
number of minor cases of distemper have been reported. Working horses, par- 
ticularly, are said to be in excellent fettle, although perhaps not so heavy as usual, 
as owners have in most cases been sparing with feed. 

“Cattle also have come through the winter in fair condition—healthy but 
somewhat thinner than might be desired, owing to the high price of grains and 
mill feeds. All ailments have been of local nature, no serious outbreak of disease 
being reported. Fat cattle were picked up in large numbers in the fall—some 


_ of them rather unfinished—especially in counties near the border; but in some 


sections a fair supply is yet on hand. Store cattle are not so plentiful-as formerly, 
and graziers are anxious to get them on the grass owing to the scarcity of hay and 
the high value of grain. Many of these animals are younger than usual, and some 


correspondents point out that, owing to the large number of milch cows now in 
use, grazing cattle are tending more toward the dairy type. It is also stated that 


farmers are holding on to their cows in the dairy counties owing to the good 
prospects for cheese, and that more calves are being retained than formerly. 
“Sheep have been wintered better than any other class of livé stock. They 
are doing well, and lambs are coming strong. The dread of the dog, however, is 
very apparent in reports of correspondents, and it acts as a brake on progress of the 


- sheep industry of the Province. 


“ Hogs have been kept thinner than usual, but it is said that they have suffered 


less from crippling than for several winters past. The high cost of grain has 


caused many animals to be turned off in a somewhat unfinished state. A few 


_ spring pigs have died, but no serious disease is at present affecting swine.” 


f 
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The August bulletin said: “The frequent rains since the second week of. 
July made good midsummer pastures. In fact, the fields have been so soaked im 
most localities that the grass, while very succulent, is said to be somewhat lacking es 
in substance. Pastures are now promising in appearance, although some report 
that the tramping of the grazing animals in the soft fields has done more injury 
than usual to the growing grass. ‘There are good prospects for fall and winter 
fodder supplies should silo corn, which is a little late in growth, safely mature, 
but some fear that much of the straw, for both fodder and bedding, will be inferior 
in quality owing to long exposure in the fields. Live stock have practically a elean 
_ bill of health, and are generally thrifty in appearance. The remarks of ecerres- 
pondents on the dairy situation are on the whole most cheerful, owing to the 
present good flow of milk and the brisk demand for all its products. Some corres- 
pondents are concerned over the scarcity of young cattle to renew the dairy herds.” 

November reports regarding live stock and their prospects were cheerful: 
“Fall pastures were never better in the opinion of those reporting. The eon- 
sequence is that all classes of live stock are in good form, with remarkable freedom 
from disease. Many young cattle, mainly two-year-olds, have been sold off the 
grass, and more calves are being kept than in former years. There are not more 
than enough beeves on hand for the expected call. Sheep have been in good 
demand, especially in the matter of lambs, which in many cases are now finished be 
off on rape. Hogs are being shipped regularly, and while some correspondents a 
report a scarcity of young pigs, others claim that there is a normal supply on hand. ~ 
Silos are being erected ices the Province in larger numbers than ever.” _ ee -“ 

MertTHops or Frepinc. The April bulletin had the following: “Nearly every 
farmer has his own plan of feeding, and the methods reported vary from eareful | 
stall care, the ration being well balanced and nourishing, to a feed of chopped straw 
and ensilage or some other roughage, with perhaps a trifle of hay or crushed grain, 
just sufficient to bring the animals over to the grass. Some breeders of sheep and 
cattle speak well of rape for fall pasture, while advocates of the silo for general : 
use are more enthusiastic than ever. ‘There does not appear to be as much grain a 
fed to live stock as in more recent years, except where they were being finished 
for delivery. Judging by the reports of correspondents, however, it is plain that. 
a great advance has been made during the last few years in the economic wintering “3 
of all classes of stock while yet bringing them through in fair shape for early 
pastures.” Sa aa eS | er] 

Fopper SuppLies 1n Apriv. The bulletin issued in that month said: “'The 
fodder supply at the present time is largely a matter of local—or individwal— e. 
experience. Hay and straw, where not too freely sold to pressers at tempting = 
prices, will be sufficient in most cases, and there will also be enough coarse grains 2 
on hand to meet requirements. Progressive farmers have an ample supply of roots 
for all needs, while the excellent crop of corn last year ensures an abundanee of 4 
either ensilage or dry fodder. In this connection a correspondent tersely remarks: 
‘Ensilage solves the feed problem.’ ” : 

: Fopprr Suppiies In May. The May bulletin said: “ There will be a sufficiency  - 
of grain, hay, and other fodders to meet all demands on the farm, and in some _ 
quarters a surplus for market if the prices there pay better than feeding does. Of 
course there has been a pinch in some individual cases, but most Ontario farmers’ — 
are now experienced and wise in the matter.of wintering live stock. The shortage 
of straw was felt in some localities, but the other fodders were well supplemented 

by the good corn supply. The early grass has been helping out the hay nicely.” 
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_Foppxr SUPPLIES IN NoveMBeER. Late fall conditions were thus summarized : 
“There is a relatively large supply of fodder on hand, owing to the fine crop of 
corn and the large quantity of grain caught by the wet weather and: rendered 


- inferior for marketing purposes, but good for feeding to live stock. Neither hay 
_ hor straw are up to the standard in feeding quality. The usual quantities of mill 


feeds, such as bran and shorts, and gluten, linseed and cottonseed meals, oil cake, 
etc., will be purchased to balance or enrich the rations.” 
Darryinc. The following, touching more. particularly upon dairying, ap- 
peared in the November bulletin: “This year the milch cow is queen. ‘The 
Province never has had such a season for. dairy products.. Owing to the excellent 


_ condition of pastures up to the present the flow of milk has been unusually full 


and steady, and in some factories as much cheese was made in October as in 


- August. In fact, cheese factories, creameries, and condenseries have been going 


ahead all season at full speed, the product being generally of good quality, and the — 


‘prices most satisfactory to producers. As a Norfolk county correspondent tersely 


puts it: “The dairy business is all right.’ Holsteins are the most popular breed 


of dairy cattle in Ontario.” 


Pouttry. Correspondents are divided regarding the profit from fowl, and 
many poultry keepers make no record whatever of results. Several correspondents, 
however, place the net gain per hen per annum at a dollar. Pure-bred fowl are 
being kept in greater numbers by farmers, some attributing this to the influence of 


School fairs, while better care is also given on this account. This season there 
_ have been more complaints than usual of poor hatching. There has been a good 
demand for crate-fattened fowl, and geese appear to be coming more into favor 
with farmers; but turkeys do not seem to be so popular as formerly.

PATRIOTISM AND PRODUCTION. 


The strong desire of the agricultural authorities, both federal and provincial, 
to increase the amount of production in both field and stable, owing to the war 


conditions then prevailing, led to a vigorous campaign among farmers during the 


fall and winter of 1914-15 along the lines of what was called “ Patriotism and 
Production.” The following regarding the results of this movement appeared in 


the April bulletin: | 


“Correspondents are not unanimous regarding the response to the call for 
a larger production. A few are outspoken against the movement, fearing over- 
production with a lowering of prices, but the great majority of those reporting 
heartily endorse the ‘ Patriotism and Production’ idea, and it is certain that there 
will be a substantial gain in the quantity of most of the commodities raised this 

“Fall wheat already shows a decidedly increased area. More fall plowing 
than usual was done, much of it with old sod, and while this may mean an increase 
of grain, (especially of oats), and of corn or roots, it will also mean to some extent 
less pasture. In the cannery districts a smaller acreage will be devoted to supply- 
ing the factories and more attention will be given to raising general farm crops. 


The cheese season will be earlier than usual, and this will require an increased 
_ production of milk and consequently a greater consumption of fodders.

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LABOR AND WAGES. 


In dealing with this question the August bulletin said: “On some farms there 
was at times an actual scarcity of help, owing to remoteness from centres of popula- 
tion or the rush to get in the grain during the short open weather; but on the whole 
there has been a sufficiency of farm taboe this summer, although much of it was 
lacking in quality. Farmers are trying to meet the help question by using more 
labor-saving machinery, exchanging work with neighbors, and using all the members 
of the family—sometimes the females—at busy periods in the fields. There is also 
more planning to raise a line of crops that -will require less help in handling. 
_ Farmers’ sons are said to be more numerous at home than in recent years, owing 
to slack bysiness conditions in the cities and towns. Wages during harvest are 
about as usual, running from $1.25 to $2.00 a day (with boar rd) , and fon $20.00 to 
$35.00 a month, according to the experience and quality of the worker.” 

The November bulletin stated: “ During the early part of the season there 
was a sufficiency of farm labor, much of it of an indifferent quality, but a con- 
siderable number of young men have enlisted from Ontario farms, and in many 
quarters there was a scarcity of labor for fall work, which has been heavier than 
usual, owing to the big and very Ynuch delayed harvest. Wages are not likely to 
rise or fall a Sane except where local conditions may influence for the time 
being. Farmers are again putting more land into pasture, which will require less 
help, and improved machinery. is steadily diminishing the demand for manual labor. 
It is almost impossible to secure domestic servants for rural districts.”

The mean temperature for 1916 was 43.8 degrees, being 0.8 degrees lower than 
the preceding year, and 0.5 higher than the normal for the thirty-five years 
1882-1916. 

The mean temperature for the six growing months, April-September, was 1.2 
degrees higher than the previous year, and 1.3 degrees above the thirty-five year 
normal. January, July and August were much in excess of their normals, while 
February, March and June a from 2 to 5 degrees below.

The year 1916 had 1,961.5 hours of sunshine, or 23.2 hours more than the 
average for the last thirty-five years. The six growing months, April-September, 
had 1,305.3 hours of sunshine, or 29.9 hours less than the average for the 1882- 
1916 period. Six months of the year had an excess and six a deficiency, July 
with 41.9 hours above and June with 54.7% hours below having the greatest 
departures. 


PRECIPITATION,—The fall of both rain and snow for the five winter months, 
including November, 1915, and March, 1916, is given in the following table for 
five years, together with the average for the thirty-five years, 1882-1916.

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The total amount of rainfall for the five months, November-March, was 5.51 
inches, or 0.64 inches below the average for the thirty-five years, 1882-1916. 

The total amount of snowfall was 75.3 inches, or 6.7 inches above the average. 
December, February and March were above with 3.6, 3.3 and 7.2 inches respectively, 
while November and January were below with 3.1 and 4.3 inches. 

The sixth months, April-September, however, comprise what is regarded as 
the growing season for most crops, and the following table gives the rainfall of 
these months for the last five years, 1912-1916, and for the thirty-five years,

The rainfall for the six months, April-September, comprising the growing 
season, was 17.20 inches, or 19.8 inches less than the previous year, and in com- 
parison with the normal for the thirty-five year period was 1.74 inches in excess. 
July and August were the only months which were below average, the others 
ranging from 0.13 to 1.65 inches above. 


VEGETATION AND SPRING SOWING. 


VuceTarion.—Cold, backward weather had delayed vegetation fully a week 
later than usual when correspondents reported on spring conditions as they 
appeared about the middle of May. The ground, however, had been thoroughly 
saturated by the rains, and it was hoped that with warm weather ensuing a rush 
of growth would occur. ‘Pastures were relatively farther on than orchard leaf 
or blossom. Some live stock had been turned on the grass, but many cattle were 
yet in the stable. 

SPRING Sowinc.—Referring to conditions existing on the 15th of May, it 
was computed that not half the expected area of spring grain seeding had yet 
been done. While a few fortunate individuals on high, light or well drained 
soils had finished the job, many had not been able to even get on the land, and 
were anxiously waiting for a few days of continuous dry weather. The ground, 
particularly heavy clays, suffered from the very wet summer of the preceding 
year as well as from the rains of the present season, and its condition was variously 
- described by correspondents as “ soggy,” “sticky,” “tough,” and “sad.” A ood 
seed bed was impossible in most cases, although some “mucked in” a portion 
of their seed, taking a chance of early germination. It was then thought that 
the delayed sowing season, with a scarcity cf suitable help, would render farmers 
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very busy during the remainder of the spring, and that grains would consequently 
have a reduced acreage. Later field crops, such as corn, buckwheat, beans and 
potatoes were likely to be more extensively grown in order to make up the deficiency. 
‘More mixed grains were likely to be sown for feeding live stock—chiefly oats and 
barley. )

THE GRAIN CROPS. 


Fatt WHEAT.—The November, 1915, bulletin said: “The acreage now growing 
for the 1916 crop will be about three-fourths of that of the area cut in 1915, and 
will also be less than the acreage in 1914. In some localities the land was too 
wet for early sowing, and considerable of the seed was put in later than usual, 
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_ the result being that a portion of the crop has not as much top at present as 
is generally seen. The fields look thrifty on the whole, however, and the crop 
promises to enter the winter in vigorous shape.” 

Conditions about April 12th were thus described in the April bulletin: “ Fall 
wheat so far gives excellent promise. The top is not so heavy as usual, as much 
of the crop was sown late owing to wet ground, but the fields were well protected 
by snow during the winter, and now have a healthy and vigorous appearance. So 
far there has been but little injury from spring ‘heaving,’ and there are very 
few complaints of injury from insects.” 

The May bulletin had the following to say regarding fall wheat: “ This 
crop so far promises excellent returns, except where affected by frequent spring 
rains on low spots or on untiled land. Some correspondents mention, a comparative 
lack of sunshine so far this season, which, with the prevailing cool weather, has 
retarded growth; but the general tone of the reports is more or less cheerful, as 
less fall wheat land than usual will be plowed up or resown. ‘There also have 
been fewer complaints of injury from insect pests.” 

The crop lived up to expectations, and the August. summary of the returns 
was to the following effect: “ Fall wheat is relatively the best cereal crop of 
the season, both for grain and straw. While the yield is much below that of the 
bumper crop of 1915, it is above the average for the thirty-four-year period, and 
practically equal to that of the average of the last ten years. The fields gave 
great promise in early spring, but the cold, wet weather following, succeeded by 
the unusually hot, dry days of July, influenced the crop unfavorably. There is 
a wide variance in the yields, which runs from 14 to 40 bushels per acre, and 
the quality also varies greatly; for while the bulk of the crop is of excellent 
grade, more shrunken grain than usual is reported as the result of the intense 
drouth. The crop on drained land showed best results under both wet and 
parching conditions. Cutting ranged from July 17th to August 7th, and the 
crop was got into the barn under most favorable conditions.” — 

The November bulletin said: “The yield and quality of fall wheat, while not 
up to the more recent Ontario standard, are nearer the mark than that of any 
of the other cereals except rye. ‘The yield is. practically an average one. The 
straw is of good length and quality, and the crop was well harvested.” 


Tue New Fatt WuHEAT.—The condition of the newly sown fall wheat was 
thus described as it appeared early in November: “Owing to the drought in 
August most of the new fall wheat was put in later than usual. The seed-bed 
in most cases was very dry and hard, and in many instances germination was 
slow and uneven. Owing to so much late sowing the young fall wheat fields have 
not had so large a top as usual, although late rains have brought the crop 
forward more encouragingly. On account of the late harvest, and the rush of 
farm work generally, because of the lack of labor, the acreage sown is about one- 
fifth less than that of the 1915 crop. Very little injury was reported from 
the Hessian fly or other insects.” 


Spring WuEat.—< This crop is still decreasing in acreage,” said the August 
bulletin. “As in the case of all spring grains the season was too wet for satis- 
factory sowing, and much of the crop had to be “mudded in’ The yield will be 
about an average, but there will be considerable small, light grain, and the straw 
will be rather short, owing to the hot July weather. Harvesting ranges from 
August ‘th to 19th.” 


Danae 
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November reports concerning spring wheat were not so favorable as those 
received in August, complaints being made as to the light weight of the grain. 
The crop is not now a popular one in this Province. 


BARLEY.—The cold and rainy spring weather was unfavorable to seeding, 
and the crop got a poor start. The prolonged drouth of July was also trying 
to the fields, forcing ripening. As a result many of the heads of grain were 
not well filled, and, according to the August reports, the average yield was expected 
to be less than usual. The straw, though clean, was not of good length. Cutting 
extended from July 28th to August 15th. 

The November bulletin stated that barley was below the average in yield 
per acre, and some of the grain was reported to be light in weight, although as a 
rule it was of good color. : 


Oats. “Sowing was more or less delayed owing to the wet spring,” accord- 
ing to the August bulletin, “and many fields as a consequence received a poor 
start, both as to time and condition, particularly on low, undrained land. The. 
unusually hot and dry weather prevailing later in the season hastened ripening, 
resulting in much of the grain being light in weight and in average yield per 
acre. The straw also is short, but of fair quality, owing to the dry weather 
prevailing during the later half of the season. Occasional mention only was 
made of rust or smut. Harvesting began on August 10th, but considerable of 
the crop still remains to be cut.” 

‘The November bulletin stated: “There has been an unusually small yield 
per acre of oats, and much of it measures very light to the bushel. Some rust 
is complained of. Much of the crop was harvested very late, but the weather 
was favorable.” 
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Winter Ryze. There is not a large acreage of rye grown for grain, much 
of it being fed green. According to the August returns it has stood the severe 
drouth of the latter part of the growing season better relatively than any other 
of the grain crops, and was expected to be above the average in yield. 

I'he November reports had little to say of rye, beyond expressing the opinion 
that on the whole it was a good crop, both as to yield and quality. 





Pras. Formerly one of the most popular crops in the Province, peas have 
now only a comparatively small acreage. The hot and unusually dry weather ; 
prevailing at the time of blossom had affected the yield, which was below the - . 
average. ‘There was less complaint than usual of injury from insects. Pulling 
was In progress when correspondents reported about the middle of August. 

The November bulletin stated: “The dry, hot weather prevailing during 
the summer, especially at the time of filling, told against the crop, which is 
generally described as a poor one. Complaints are also made of the peas splitting 
at threshing. Very little injury is reported from the weevil.” ; 


BucKWHEAT. Buckwheat did not do so well as usual. Like other crops it 
had a late start owing to rainy weather, and much of it was caught by frost before 
cutting. The great heat and drouth at the time of blossoming also kept the 
grain from filling in best condition. The yield was variously described in the 
November returns as being from one-half to fair, and proved to be only a little 
better than a two-thirds crop. 
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_ Beans. Owing to the wet weather much of the crop was planted late. The 
long period of drouth following also affected the plants unfavorably, especially 
at the period of blossoming, and a light yield was expected when correspondents 
reported about the middle of August. Harvesting extended from the beginning 
of September to the middle of October. 

“This crop experienced a rather poor season,” said the November bulletin. 
“While wet ground made planting late,-the weather turned very hot and dry 
at the period of filling, and some of the pods did not fully mature. A portion 
of the crop was also caught by the frost. The harvesting season, however, was 
favorable.” 


Mixrep Grains. A late variety of barley and an early variety of oats are 
said by some correspondents to make an excellent combination for growing mixed 
grains, as they ripen closely together. They are sown in about equal proportions, 
or perhaps more oats than barley. Varieties suggested by a number of leading 
correspondents are: For barley, No. 21 0.A.C., and for oats, Daubeney or No. 3 
O.A.C. A few correspondents state that the mixture is improved by the adding 
of wheat to the sowing, and there are scattered suggestions for the addition or 
substitution of peas, flax or buckwheat. Among the advantages claimed by the 
advocates of mixed grain growing are: (1) If one grain does not succeed the other 
may. (2) The one crop cutting is easier to harvest. (3) The oats fill out better, 
the heads not being crowded. (4) The product makes an excellent chop for live 
stock. On the other hand, some correspondents assert that there is no advantage 
whatever over grains grown separately and mixed later. 


Corn. The August bulletin said: “The weather was so wet at the regular 
time of planting that much of the seeding was- delayed. The unusually long 
period of drouth following was also trying to the plants, baking the soil and 
making cultivation difficult. The result is that the majority of the corn fields 


‘are more backward in growth than is usual at this time of the season, and it 


will require most favorable weather from now on to bring the crop along to 
anything like average form. Lnsilage corn is doing relatively better than corn. 
for the cob.” 

“The corn crop is the first really poor one for many years,” was the con- 
clusion arrived at in the November bulletin. “ Planting was much delayed owing: 
to rainy weather, and a long period of drouth and intense heat followed. As a 
consequence the general yield is a light one, there are more nubbins than usual, 
and first-class seed corn is likely to be scarce. Although the silage varieties have 
done better than those grown for husking, many silos will be only partly filled 
this fall. ‘Some corn was nipped by frost, but the bulk of it was got in uninjured.” 


HAY AND CLOVER. 


Speaking of clover the April bulletin said: “This crop, like fall wheat, 
has come through the winter in good shape, except on very low places or on poorly 
drained land. There has been but little injury from heaving, and at present 
the promise is.for one of the best hay seasons for years. Alfalfa is also pro- 
mising well.” 
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“Hay and clover, judging from the present outlook, should be one of the 
best crops for years,” was the opinion expressed in the May bulletin. “The fields, 
especially those of last year’s seeding, came through the winter in fine form, and 
there was but little heaving or other injury from spring frosts. As in the case 
_ of fall wheat, a small portion of the crop, owing to the very wet spring, has been 

drowned out on low-lying places where the fields were not well-drained.” : 

The hay crop proved to be fully up to expectations. The August bulletin 
.ran: “ Not for many years have such satisfactory reports been received regarding 
the various grass and clover crops. Heavy yields were the rule, and the weather 

at harvesting was almost perfect for curing, thus ensuring first-class quality. 
In a few cases, however, lack of labor delayed cutting until the fields were rather 
too mature.” 


CLover SEED. The season has been a relatively good one for clover seed. 
The fields kept for seed were, as a rule, well headed, although the plants were 
rather short in stand. In too many instances, however, clover fields set by for 
seed had to be pastured owing to the scarcity of fodder. The midge was com- 
plained of in only a few localities. 


ALFALFA. Alfalfa looked more uneven than clover in the spring, not having 
wintered so well as the sister crop. However/ there were some reports of splendid 
fields, and an average general yield was looked for.

FIELD ROOTS. 


Potators. “The present outlook for potatoes is poor,” said the August 
bulletin, “although some correspondents say that a few good rains might redeem 
the situation. Owing to the rainy spring weather some of the crop had to be 
planted late, while a considerable portion of the earlier planting rotted in the 
long-soaked and cold soil. The prolonged period of drouth during July was 
also trying to the vines. The bug was very injurious this season, owing to the 
dry summer and scarcity of farm help.” . 

November reports were to the following effect: “The season was too dry 
for potatoes. The average yield. was a comparatively light one, and the size of 
the tubers was below the standard, although they were generally of good quality. 
In some localities there were hardly enough potatoes for local use. The crop 
was stored under favorable conditions. 


Roots. The August bulletin contained the following: “There is a very 
uneven showing of all classes of roots, owing to the late start many of the fields 
received on account of the wet spring, and the trying effects of the dry and very 
hot weather which has prevailed more or less since the beginning of July. While 
both turnips and mangels are considered to be backward in growth and general 
condition, a number of correspondents are of opinion that timely rains would 
greatly restore and push forward the root crops generally, although anything like 
standard yields might not be looked for.” 


The bulletin issued in November had the following references to the various © 


classes of field roots: 
Turnips. This crop was generally referred to as being late, and small as 
to both yield and size. The drouth of July and August hindered growth, and 
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complaints were also received of injury from aphis or louse. About half the 
crop had been harvested by the Ist of November, but as the weather was then 
open a good portion of the remaining crop was left in the ground for further 
growth. ~ 

Mancets. Mangels may be characterized as light in yield, small in size, 
but sound and of fair quality. Like the other roots, they suffered considerably 
from the drouth. 


Carrots. Field carrots are not now much grown. They also suffered from 
the drouth, and are described as being from fair to good. 


SuGAR Beets. This crop is no exception to the comparatively poor showing 
of roots. They are small in size and light in yield asa rule, although some 
more favorable reports have been received. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Topacco. “ Like most of the other field crops, tobacco suffered both in area 
and quality from the very wet and otherwise unfavorable weather prevailing at 
the time of planting,” the August bulletin said. “The later exceedingly warm 
and dry period also told against the vigor of the plants, which are now considered 
to be very backward in growth. The uncertainty of the market also helped to 
prevent a full acreage.” 

The November bulletin stated that some tobacco was caught by frost, owing 
to planting being delayed by rains. The bulk of the plants, however, escaped 
uninjured, and the crop at the end of October was said i be promising, both as 
to yield and general condition. 


THRESHING AND MARKETING. “'The comparatively small yield of most of the 
grains has enabled threshers to have their work practically completed by the first 
week of November,” said the November bulletin. “ Marketing so far has, been 
light, except where farmers were requiring ready money for taxes or other pressing 
needs; for although prices are soaring for all kinds of grains, the hope of getting 
even higher figures prevails with many holders. Others claim that with the 
present and prospective prices for live stock it pays best to feed the grain on the 
farm, at the same time enriching the land.” 

Fatt Piowine. Plowing was fairly well advanced at the end of October, 
as the root and corn crops were smaller than usual and threshing was also light. 
The chief drawbacks were the lack of plowmen, owing to the war, and the dry 
and hard condition of clay soils on account of the summer drouth. Timely rains, 
however, were then falling, and with a fair spell of open weather ensuing an 
average acreage should be turned under. 

Farm ImMpRoveMENTS. A considerable quantity of tile for underdraining has 
been laid this season, more particularly in Essex, Kent and other more western 
counties, the digging having been done chiefly by traction ditchers, which have 
had all the business they could do. More drainage work still would have been 
done by manual effort if labor was not so scarce and high in price. From the 
remarks of correspondents it is plain that farmers are more and more appreciating 
the benefits of underdrainage. Considerable advance has been made in wire fencing, 
‘although some consider the present price of wire as being almost prohibitive. 
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There has not been as much done as usual in the way of erection of farm buildings, 
owing to the scarcity of skilled workmen, although a number of farmers have 
altered their barns by raising them, putting in cement foundations, and otherwise 
bringing them more up-to-date. 


FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES. 
The April bulletin said: “The winter was not trying to fruit trees, the 


greatest damage to orchards resulting from the girdling of young trees by mice _ 


and rabbits driven to hunger by the deep snow lying so long. In some instances 
grape vines and raspberry canes have been frozen back more or less, owing to 
tenderness from the late fall growth, but the injury will not likely affect the 
general yield. Strawberries and other small fruits are about normal. The San 
José scale is still complained of in the Lake Erie counties, where it has got a 
hold in many old orchards, but elsewhere this pest is being combated in its earlier 
stages and is being kept more under check. ‘The general outlook at present for 
all classes of fruit is favorable, apple buds giving better promise than for years.” 

“Spring prospects for fruit, generally speaking, have never been surpassed,” 
said the May bulletin. “ Very little winter injury has happened to orchards, 
rabbits and mice having done more damage than the elements. So far this season 
there has been no frost to injure fruit buds, and all classes of orchard trees are 
making a most promising show of blossom, although about a week or two later in 
showing than usual. Owing to the frequent rains of the last few weeks spraying , 
operations have been delayed, and the results of this forced neglect may be seen 
later. While some grape and raspberry canes have been more or less frozen back 
on account of all the heavy fall growth failing to mature, both of these fruits are 
expected to average up after all. The other bush fruits and strawberries give 
promise of generous yields.” 

August returns were thus summarized: “ All classes of orchard trees made 
a fine show of bloom, but frequent and heavy rains then falling washed off much 
of the pollen, and the setting of fruit was more or less a disappointment. Apples 
will be comparatively light in yield, more especially the winter varieties. There 
has been much ‘dropping’ during the summer, and considerable scab has been 
complained of. Pears have done relatively better, but will be only about half 
a crop. Statements regarding the yield of peaches range from poor to good; 
the yield will probably be about a medium. Cherries were almost a failure; the 
sour varieties did much better than the sweeter sorts. Grapes will be a good 
crop where properly looked after. Strawberries started out with promise of a great 
yield, but fell off with the drouth. Raspberries were more or less a failure, 
much of the fruit drying on the canes owing to the intense heat and drouth of 
July, but currants did better.” 

The November bulletin said: “The usual complaints are made of injury 
from San José scale and oyster shell bark-louse where orchards have not been 
properly attended to. The long summer drouth has also weakened many trees. 
There is a comparatively small supply of apples, especially of the best winter 
sorts—in some localities not sufficient for local use. The general quality of this 
fruit is not as good as usual, and there were many windfalls. Peaches, however, 
were more abundant, and there was a fair supply of pears, plums, and grapes 
in those sections where these fruits are raised.” - 
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PASTURES, LIVE STOCK AND THE DAIRY. 


The wintering of live stock was a comparatively easy matter, owing to there 
being a large quantity of grain on hand which had been more or less sprouted 
by the wet harvesting. Corn and straw were also in abundance, although not of 
such good quality as in more recent years, and there was a good average of roots, 
but hay has been scarce and high in price. , 

The following reference to live stock appeared in the April bulletin: “The 
demand for horses, notwithstanding war conditions, has not been encouraging. 
The animals as a rule are in good working condition, although many have suffered 
from a mild form of influenza. 

“On the whole cattle have wintered well. No serious disease has been com- 
plained of, but there have been a few cases of abortion, and a more frequent com- 
plaint of a form of indigestion, said to be resulting from eating musty grain, straw, 
or other fodder. Dairy cattle are said to be rather thin in flesh owing to the 
heavy drain upon their milking powers during the rich pastures of the mid- 
summer and fall of last year. Beef cattle are not so plentiful as usual, as prices 
of fat stock have been most enticing. Store cattle are also rather scarce, but 
are up to the average in quality, although there are complaints that some are 
rather of the dairy type. Calves are being better cared for than formerly. 

“Sheep have wintered well, and lambs are said to be coming on nicely. 
As with other live stock, much depends upon the handling. 

_ “A correspondent describes the hog as the farm ‘ mortgage lifter’ at present 
prices. The heavy demand for bacon hogs has made a shortage in the number 
on hand. There are even less complaints than usual of sickness among swine.” 

The August bulletin had the following: “Pastures were of the best until 
the drouth began to tell about the latter part of July. Later on, most of the fields, 
especially in Western Ontario, were browned by the continued drouth, and in some 
quarters cattle on the grass had to be helped out by hay or other extra feed. 
Notwithstanding this drawback, and the extremely warm temperature prevailing 
during the summer, live stock generally are in good condition—somewhat thin, 
but hearty.” | 

November returns were to the following effect: “ Fall pastures have been 
very poor owing to the prolonged summer drouth. Cattle as a rule are rather 
thin, but are- healthy. Owing to the high price of beef, and the scarcity and . 
dearness of feed, a large number of cattle have been sold in an unfinished state, 
and too many calves have been vealed. Some old, dry cows, however, have been 
sold as canners at three and four cents a pound. Sheep are doing well, and 
are in strong demand. They have been finished off nicely on rape while ordinary 
pastures were practically bare. High prices for pork, and the scarcity of feed, have 
tempted some farmers to part with more sows than is prudent, and to turn off 
too many animals under weight. The prospects are that there will be a scarcity 
of all classes of live stock by the spring. Owing to the lack of straw most of 
them are likely to experience inferior bedding conditions. Considerable progress 
has been made in silo building.” 

Meruops or Frrpine. The April bulletin stated: “No uniform system of 
feeding live stock is in vogue, methods ranging from the most careful stall feeding 
to that of carrying the animals over winter on the barest maintenance ration. 
Most of the live stock are finished off on the grass, or on rape in the fall. The 
silo is more and more playing a leading part in cattle feeding, both for beef and 
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milk. One correspondent in Dundas County describes ensilage as ‘becoming the 
staple roughage.’ During the winter just ended a large quantity of grain damaged 
by the wet harvest weather was used to advantage in feeding. Roots and straw 
figured largely in adding body to the ration, the former still being popular in the 
western and central counties of the Province.” 


FoppER SUPPLIES IN ApRIL. The bulletin. issued in that month said: 
“Owing to there being a good supply of fodder corn and of straw on hand, and 
also a considerable quantity of sprouted grain for feed, other fodders have held 
out well, although hay has been fed more sparingly than usual. Live stock will 
be carried over nicely to the grass.” 


Fopprr SuppLins Iv May. The May bulletin had the following: “ While 
the very late spring has made considerable inroad into fodder supplies, there is 
still sufficient on hand in most cases to meet requirements. Hay is relatively 
scarce and high in price, but straw, ensilage, and other coarse fodders help farmers 
to go light in feeding it. Oats are more plentiful, and are being fed generously, 
owing to the high price of live stock and their products. The same may be said 
of wheat, much of which is being turned into pork, as hogs are greatly in demand. 
None of the inferior grain from last year’s wet harvest has been wasted, and 
even the choicest oats, wheat and barley are at present worth more sold ‘on foot? 
than in the bag. The splendid pastures now promising will soon relieve the 
drain on the better class of fodders. In short, the Ontario farmer who is into 
beef-raising or dairying never had more encouraging prospects before him.” 


Fopper SuppLins ry Avcust. The August bulletin said: “It is thought 
that there will be plenty of fodder for fall and winter supplies, notwithstanding 
the expected shortage of grain, straw, roots and corn ensilage, farmers counting 
upon the splendid crop of hay to carry them through. Much, however, will 
depend upon the weather of the next month or two. Dairy produce has been 
generous in supply, and the demand, at excellent prices, for cheese, butter, cream, 
and other lines, was never stronger. There has been some shrinkage in production 
since the drouth, but the high prices now offering are tempting dairymen to keep 
up the milk supply as much as possible.” 


FoppER SuppLizs In NoveMBeER. The bulletin issued early in November thus 
dealt with the fodder prospects: “ With the exception of hay, which gave a splendid 
yield, and a large quantity of which has been sold, fodder crops are short in 
supply. There is a scarcity of grains, while roots and corn are seriously behind 
their usual yields, many silos this year being only partly filled. There is also a 
lack of straw for bedding, which means much in carrying live stock over the 
winter. Many correspondents believe that with careful feeding most farmers will 
meet the situation, especially as there are fewer animals on hand than usual at this 
time of year. Hay ranges in price from $8 to $14 a ton, generally selling at 
from $10 to $12. In many cases some concentrated feeds must be purchased, 
although their high cost is more or less deterrent. Among the prices quoted by 
correspondents—varying according to locality, and often differing even there— 
are:, Bran, $29 to $32 a ton; shorts, $31 to $36; gluten meal, $35 to $37; low 
grade flour, $30 to $38; oil cake, $42 to $45; cotton-seed meal, $40 to $45; 
mixed feed, $40; western oats, 65c. to 70c. a bushel; U. S. corn, $1.10 a bushel 
and $2 a ecwt.” 
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DarryinG. The following special reference to dairying appeared in the 
November bulletin:. “ Dairying has flourished this season, prices for butter and 
cheese having reached record heights. Advocates of each of these branches claim 
pre-eminence in favor.. Where in operation, the milk condenseries also have been 
pressing both cheese and butter factories for popularity, while some correspondents 
boldly aver that sending milk and cream to the cities pays best of all. The flow 
of milk in the fall was hardly as free as usual, but the high prices offering impelled 
dairymen to supplement the pastures as much as possible with grains and mill 
feeds, despite their high cost. With the system of paying for milk according to 
fat coming more into favor, there is somewhat of a reaction in the matter of 
regarding the Holstein as the most favored dairy breed.” 


Pouttry. November returns regarding the keeping of fowl upon the farm 
were to the following effect: ‘“ Opinions are very much divided as to the profits 
in poultry on the farm, owing to the-high cost of grains. Some correspondents 
speak of a reduction in the size of flocks on this account, but others point to the 
encouraging prices prevailing all season for eggs, and insist that poultry keeping 
pays. More crate feeding than formerly is being practised. A large number of 
young turkeys died off in the cold, wet spring, but those remaining did well during 
the dry, hot summer, although there was a scarcity of insects for food. Some 
correspondents speak of the school fairs as helping the farm poultry industry.”

. LABOR, WAGES AND PRODUCTION. 


“The enlistment of so many men from the farms,” said the April bulletin, 
“and the enticing prices paid by factories making munitions and other military 
supplies, have caused a shortage of labor that is much felt in rural districts. 


Several correspondents state that in many cases there is only one man on each 100- 


acre farm; others say that on such farms there is only about one out of five that 
has a hired man left on it. In many instances women have had to assist in the 
field work. Much less fall wheat was sown in 1915, and a larger area than ever 
will be devoted to grass for hay and pasturing. About the usual acreage of 
spring grains will be grown; likely more oats. Corn and beans will also have a 
slightly increased area, prices for the latter having attracted attention. Canning 

-,crops will not be popular, as they usually require more attention. Wages are 
higher than ever, men asking and getting from $30 to $40 with board, and in 
some cases more. While some farmers are not optimistic over present conditions, 
others are full of confidence, especially where they can interchange help work 
with their neighbors.” 

August reports regarding farm labor were thus summarized: “On the whole 
there has been a scarcity of farm labor, which would have been felt more keenly 
but for the remarkably open weather prevailing during harvest. Soldiers on 
furlough were also helpful on many farms, but in some cases male help was so 
hard to find that farm women, girls and boys assisted in clearing the fields. As 
usual, some farmers relieved the strain by exchanging help. Wages for harvesting 
were higher than usual, running from $1.50 to $3.00 a day (with board), and 
from $25.00 to $45.00 a month, and even higher, according to the need of the 
occasion and the ability of the man.” | 

The following appeared in the November bulletin: “Even with the com- 
paratively light yield of grains, roots. and corn there has been a scarcity of 
agricultural labor in almost every locality, attributed chiefly to heavy enlistments 
among young men on the farms. To meet this lack of help farmers have exchanged 
work more freely than ever, and the latest improved machinery was brought 
into use, while in many sections women were to be seen working in the fields 
more frequently than usual. As to the probable rise or fall in the matter of 


wages, several returns in almost identical terms state that farmers cannot afford 


to pay more for labor, and that men cannot afford to work for less; while one 
correspondent sums up the opinion of many regarding the greatest need of the 
present time as ‘ Patience until the war is over.’ Domestic servants on the farm 
are almost impossible to find.”
